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North Vi etnam ; Year-end pronouncements _ from 
Hanoi suggest that economic achievements during 
were modest and that pre-bombing levels of output, 
at least in some sectors, will not be regained soon. 

The plan for 1970 is basically the same as last 
year's, although there is some increase in the em 
phasis on the civilian economy. For the first time 
in years, national defense is not specifically cited 
as the country's main goal. The need to support the 
war effort is, however, a recurring theme ^speeches 
on the plan by Le Thanh Nghi, vice premier and chief 
aid negotiator. 

One notable difference between this and last 
year's plans is the reduced emphasis in 1970 on ex- 
panding communication and transportation faci i les. 
Substantial improvements since the bombing restric- 
tions were introduced in March 1968 have presumab y 
permitted the regime to reduce priority for this 
sector. 

The fact that the new plan covers this year 
only, with no mention of the direction the economy 
will take beyond 1970, suggests that the uncertain- 
ties of the war continue to preclude long-range 

nomic planning. 
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Communist China - Japan : Peking appears ready 
to keep open the channels of communication with Ja- 
pan despite increased public hostility toward the 
Sato government. 


Chinese and Japanese trade representatives in Peking 
have begun to discuss arrangements for the annual 
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This exchange is the first solid evidence that 
the Chinese are prepared to continue the trade ar- 
rangement. It was earlier feared in some Japanese 
quarters that Peking might terminate the arrangement 
as a followup to its strongly negative public reac- 
tion to the Nixon-Sato communique of last November. 
Since the communique was issued, however, the Chinese 
have indicated their willingness to accept an addi- 
tional Japanese newsman in Peking and have released 


another Japanese detainee.
